Akron Plans Continuous Air Show 


With Numerous Planes Taking Part

After several months' preliminary training in England, Lord Clydesdale, British flier and amateur sports- 
man, recently set forth with his expedition on the first leg of what is considered as the most hazardous un- 
dertakmg ever attempted in the history of aviation. With his daring companions, Commodore P. F. M. 
Fellowes and Lieutenant D. F. Mclntyre, both fliers of the Royal Air Force, Clydesdale plans an attack 
on Mount Everest by air in the early Spring. The giant of the Himalayas, towering 29,141 feet above sea 
level, _ha£ been subjected to many attacks by mountain climbers, none of whom has ever succeeded in reach- 
ing anywhere near the peak. But this is the first time that aircraft will be used in an endeavor fo survey 
the mountain. The start of the flight will be made from Northern Bengal, two machines participating. Both 
machines will carry cameras with which each will photograph the other, to provide proof that the feat 
actually'has been accomplished. To the uninitiated, the feat of flying over Everest may sound more simple 
than it is, until one understands that the peak of the unconquered mountain is the center of terrific storms 
of hurricane force. It'is also intensely cold at that altitude, but the fliers have provided against that by 
equipping themselves with heated suits and oxygen apparatus. The greatest danger lies in engine trouble, for 
* forced landing in the craggy rezion that surrounds Everest would mean destruction for plane and crew.
